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PRIMARY CANDIDATES 


Voters, whether Republican or Dem- 


ocratic in their persuasions or con- 
victions, should experience no

culties in making a choice of candidates 
for country and state legislative offices 
at the primary election next month. The j 
thirty-six candidates whose nomination 
papers are on file in the office of the 
county clerk come pretty close to consti- 
tuting a record number for an election in 
this county. 


ReDUfalicans of both, conservative and 


progressive persuasions must be viewing 
•with some misgivings the large number 
of Democratic candidates offered in this 
year's primary. After many years of po- 
litical depression, the Democrats suddenly 
have sensed a revival and an almost com- 
plete slate of candidates is offered voters 
of Outagamie county. 


The fortunes of Republican candidates 


in the primary are closely bound to the 
reaction of Democrats to pleas of their 
leaders to vote in their own primaries 
this year. Many a candidate sees more 
hazard in %e defection of his Democratic 
friends into their own party contest than 
in the Republican vote for bis opponent 


This revival of interest in two party 


government is of more than academic in- 
terest. Since the beginning of the Repub- 
lic our government has been strictly a 
party government, with an alert minority 
constantly checking on the for-the-mo- 
ment successful majority and such prog- 
ress as has been made has been due large- 
ly to this system. It is only in recent 
years, well within the memories of older 
voters, that the party system passed out 
of fashion in Outagamie county, and with 
it, so political veterans have observed, 
much of the conscientious attention to 
public service which party leaders de- 
manded, of office holders as their stock 
in trade to offer voters at the next elec- 
tion. The honor of the party, as well as 
the individual fortune of the office holder 
was involved in the conduct of his office 
ard many a recalcitrant officer was pun- 
ished by his leaders before the voters 
learned of his shortcomings. 


Whether the revival of Democratic in- 


terest presages a return to the party sys- 
tem in this county of course cannot be 
determined now, but it does offer new and 
interesting points for discussion in the 
campaign. With the multipilicity of can- 
didates and a renewed interest in govern- 
mental affairs, Outagamie county voters 
should experience an exceptionally inter- 
esting pre-primary campaign.

A PHENOMENON 


There is nothing 
much of news in 


stories of murder, robbery and other 
crimes of violence in Wisconsin for our 
readers. 


The only element of news in such com- 


monplace happenings lies in the names of 
the persons involved or the particular 
technique employed by the outlaws. There 
is a possibility of course that printing 
these items far and wide may result in 
an occasional, although rare, apprehension 
of the desperadoes. There is an amuse- 
ment angle too in devising a guessing 
game as to whether none, one or two out 
of each 50 murders committed by organ- 
ized crime be solved by the seizure of the 
culprit. 


Yesterday, however, there was some 


really glorious news 
for Wisconsin, so 


strange that the verity of it was subject 
to suspicion. 


It should not be called news at all It 


was an event. 


Three men committed a clumsy murder 


in holding up a little hotel at the Dells. 
In cruel wantonness they riddled the body 
of a smiling little man who mistakenly 
took their commands in fun. At the time 
of the hold-up, their car, which had been 
stolen, was rot in good order, so it was 
abandoned while they flipped a freight to 
Chicago. 


Now let us observe the strange course 


through the tail jungle grass which 
brought these men into the hands of the 
law. 


The authorities had the abandoned car. 


They found it had been stolen in a certain 
neighborhood 
in 
Chicago. A Chicago 


sleuth, looking 
over the neighborhood, 


thought of the possibility that those who 
stole it might live near at hand. He made 
inquiry. In describing the men to a group 
a fourteen-year old boy gave him a clue. 
It took him to a flat among 10,000 other 
flats, and the murderers. 


Upon such a flimsy, foggy and uncer- 


tain course does the administration of jus- 
tice in Wisconsin depend for results. Man- 
ifestly the authorities at the Dells could do 
little or nothing except to call up Chicago, 
perhaps because a freight train had gone 
through in that direction. No central au- 
thority exists in this state with planned 
intelligence to throw out a net in every 
direction, including the 
searching of 


trains, to accomplish that vital necessity 
in all major crime—get the criminal while 
the blood is on his hands. Catching a 
murderer in Chicago is like finding a pen- 
ny in a grain elevator. 


It would seem that any murderer who 


is caught under the system prevailing in 
Wisconsin has strong evidence in his hands 
of his own mental incompetency. If not 
actually demented 
he certainly cannot 


have developed much beyond eight years 
of age. 


Lloyds, they say, will insure anything. 


Of course that refers to anything lawful 
But were they insuring a professional out- 
law that he would not be caught for a 
crime committed in Wisconsin they would 
have a lot of nerve to charge him much of 
a premium. 


A LESSON 1851 TEARS OLD 


In the year 1832 there was discovered

Cheaper stuff is 
exempt.

When Sen- 
ator Mueller declined to let some- 
one else co his tnlnking for him, 
Kohler said, he was no longer con- 
sidered worthy of Progressive sup- 
port.
